ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1941 
HARWICH  WATER  DEPT: 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich :

We  hereby  submit  for  your  approval  the  Fifth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Harwich  Water  Dept,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1941. 

ADMINISTRATION 

The  Board  organized  on  Feb.  5th  with  Walter  E. 
Cahoon  as  Chairman,  Harold  A.  Thompson,  Secretary,  and 
Lawrence  F.  Nickerson. 

Late  in  January  the  Board  received  the  resignation  of 
the  superintendent,  Mr.  Lewis  A.  W.  'Swett,  who  had  serv¬ 
ed  faithfully  since  the  installation  of  the  water  system  and 
previously  as  resident  engineer  in  charge  of  the  original 
installation.  His  resignation  was  excepted  with  sincere 
regrets  and  extended  the  best  wishes  for  success  in  his  new 
connections.  He  was  replaced  as  superintendent  by  John 
W.  Hughes  who  resigned  his  position  in  charge  of  the 
Water  Division,  Public  Works  Dept,  of  the  City  of  Attle¬ 
boro  to  accept  the  appointment. 

The  department  has  been  unusually  busy  throughout 
the  year  and  although  no  major  extensions  were  made,  we 
enjoyed  more  than  the  usual  activity  in  all  other  respects 
as  the  statistical  data  following  this  report  will  show. 

The  first  interest  of  the  administrative  force  has  been 
the  economical  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  system, 
consistent  with  good  engineering  practice.  Many  new 
problems  confronted  the  Board  and  much  time  and  effort 
was  necessary  for  their  solution.  The  increasing  difficultv 
with  which  material  vital  to  operation  and  maintenance, 
could  be  obtained  gave  the  department  much  concern.  This 
was  further  complicated  by  the  decided  increase  in  cost, 

which  in  most  cases  amounted  to  10%  or  more.  Anv  serf- 

%/ 
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ous  effect  of  this  increase  on  this  year’s  budget  was  avoid¬ 
ed  by  contracting  early  in  the  year  for  a  good  portion  of: 
the  year’s  requirements,  previous  to  the  price  rise.  How¬ 
ever  this  condition  cannot  be  ignored  in  the  1942  budget. 

Receipts  in  line  with  the  general  increase  exceeded  the 
previous  year  and  amounted  to  $12,792.49.  This  exceeded 
our  operating  and  maintenance  cost  by  $4,284.90. 

It  was  also  decided  to  temporarily  increase  the  allow¬ 
able  water  for  the  same  minimum  charge.  After  a  trial 
period  if  this  increase  seems  in  line  with  good  practice  it 
will  be  continued  permanently.  The  allowable  water  for 
annual  takers  was  increased  from  40,000  gals,  to-  50,000 
gals,  and  for  summer  takers  from  33,000  gals,  to  42,000 
gals. 


MAINTENANCE 

Available  records  indicate  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
maintenance  work  necessary  during  the  year,  this  is  a  nor¬ 
mal  condition  and  will  continue  to  increase  as  the  system 
grows  older.  However  funds  for  additional  labor  to  handle 
this  type  of  work  must  be  allowed  for  in  the  annual  budget 
if  the  system  is  to  be  maintained  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 
Although  no  major  breaks  were  found  or  major  repairs 
necessary  some  of  the  work  done  under  this  heading  was ; 
repairs  to  16  hydrants,  minor  repairs  to  gate  valves,  raising 
and  cleaning  valve  boxes,  raising,  cleaning  and  straighten¬ 
ing  house  service  boxes,  inspecting  and  greasing  all  hy¬ 
drants  at  regular  intervals  and  many  other  items  too  num¬ 
erous  to  mention.  The  hydrant  painting  program  started 
the  previous  year  was  also  completed. 


SERVICES 

A  total  of  60  new  service  connections  were  installed 
this  year,  exceeding  all  previous  years  since  the  installation 
of  the  system.  This  was  an  increase  of  14%  in  the  total 
number  of  services  indicating  a  good  healthy  growth. 
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PUMPING  STATION 

Early  in  the  year  the  Diesel  engine  was  overhauled  by 
the  Hathaway  Machine  Co.  of  New  Bedford  and  found  to 
be  in  good  mechanical  condition.  It  is  planned  in  the 
future  to  do  this  work  with  our  own  staff  with  a  resulting 
saving  in  cost,  also  the  department  will  not  be  dependent 
on  outside  mechanics  whom  are  becoming  increasingly  dif¬ 
ficult  to  engage.  All  other  equipment  has  been  maintained 
in  good  mechanical  condition.  The  painted  trim  on  the 
building  has  received  a  coat  of  paint  and  the  garage  com¬ 
pletely  painted.  This  work  was  done  by  department 
workers. 

EMERGENCY  EXTENSIONS 
As  usual  short  extensions  to  accommodate  new  takers 
were  made  with  the  funds  alloted  under  this  heading.  A 
total  of  1731  feet  of  1  2”,  6”  and  8”  mains  were  laid, 

a  complete  summary  of  these  extensions  follows  this  report. 
In  all  cases  the  Town  receives  at,  least  6%  return  on  the 
total  cost  of  all  such  extensions. 

TANK  PAINTING 

The  elevated  tank  on  Kildee  Hill  was  completely  clean¬ 
ed  and  painted  early  in  the  spring.  The  contract  for  this 
work  was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder,  Ed  Palfrey  Co.  of 
Riverside,  R.  I.  The  entire  outside  surface  was  cleaned  by 
power  and  hand  brush  methods,  spotted  and  primed  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  finish  coat.  The  contract  required  the  con 
tractor  to  furnish  the  department  with  a  3  year  Mainten¬ 
ance  Bond,  requiring  said  contractor  to  guarantee  the  paint 
job  on  the  tank  for  that  length  of  time. 

NATIONAL  DEFENSE  PROGRAM 
Early  in  the  year  plans  were  made  for  operating  the 
department  under  emergency  conditions.  These  plans  are 
very  complete  insofar  as  personnel  is  concerned,  but  due  to 
the  lack  of  funds  we  have  been  unable  to  stock  any  of  the 
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vital  repair  parts  and  equipment  necessary  even  under  nor¬ 
mal  conditions.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Town  appro¬ 
priate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  purchase  such  items  as 
is  necessary.  In  our  effort  to  cope  with  the  present  emer¬ 
gency  the  department  has  been  aided  and  assisted  by  the 
Local  and  State  Committee  on  Public  Safety  and  also  by 
the  State  Dept,  of  Public  Health.

REPORT  OF  WELFARE  INVESTIGATION 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  meeting  on 
February  6,  1940,  whereby  it  was  voted,  “That  the  Finance 
Committee  be  directed  to  investigate  the  cost  of  charities 
of  all  kinds  in  the  town  and  report  in  writing  to  the  annual 
town  meeting  in  1941,’ 7  we  submit  herewith  our  report. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  investigation  we  have  held  sev¬ 
eral  meetings  throughout  the  year.  Members  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare  have  been  present  at  some  of  these  meet¬ 
ings,  and  have  co-operated  with  us  in  furnishing  informa¬ 
tion.  The  local  field  agent  of  the  Massachusetts  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Welfare  was  present  at  one  of  our  meetings, 
and  shared  with  us  his  experience  and  knowledge  of  wel¬ 
fare  problems. 

The  committee  has  felt  from  the  beginning  that  if  its 
study  were  to  accomplish  anything  of  real  value  to  the 
town  and  to  the  welfare  recipients  themselves,  it  should  be 
approached  in  a  spirit  of  constructive  co-operation.  Con¬ 
sequently,  we  have  spent  considerable  time  studying  in 


detail  tlie  method  of  the  general  administration  of  welfare 
in  the  town,  rather  than  in  investigating  the  particular 
merits  of  individual  cases.  From  this  study  we  have  ar¬ 
rived  at  the  conclusion  that  in  the  final  analysis  the  prin¬ 
cipal  faults  which  we  find  in  the  administration  of  welfare 
lie,  first,  in  the  failure  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  to 
function  as  an  executive  body,  with  the  result  that  each 
individual  member  of  the  Board  has  to  bear  personally  the 
responsibility  of  his  decisions;  and  secondly,  in  the  failure 
of  the  Board  to  keep  adequate  and  accessible  records  rela¬ 
tive  to  each  case. 

As  a  means  of  improving  these  and  other  conditions 
we  offer  the  following  specific  recommendations: 

(1)  That  all  applicants  for  temporary  aid  be  compelled 
to  sign  an  application  card,  drawn  up  or  approved 
by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Wel¬ 
fare,  such  card  to  contain  (a)  all  pertinent  in¬ 
formation  necessary  to  the  Board  of  Public  Wel¬ 
fare  in  determining  the  worthiness  of  the  case,  and 
(b)  sufficient  space  for  keeping  a  history  of  the 
case,  including  payments  made,  broken  down  under 
the  classifications  of  food,  rent  fuel,  cash,  medical, 
hospital,  clothing,  board,  burial  and  miscellaneous. 

(2)  That  no  aid  be  granted,  with  the  exception  of  an 
initial  grant  in  case  of  extreme  emergency,  until 
the  application  has  been  acted  upon  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare  meeting  in  executive  session,  and 
the  decision  of  the  majority  of  the  Board  recorded 
on  the  application  card. 

(3)  That  grants  for  food  be  given  only  in  the  form  of 
orders  to  the  grocers;  such  orders  to  be  in  tripli¬ 
cate,  numbered  serially,  one  to  be  kept  in  the  town 
files,  and  two  to  be  sent  to  the  grocer,  one  to  be 
returned  with  the  invoice.  The  grocers  should  be 
furnished  with  a  list  of  products  eligible  for  wel¬ 
fare  distribution,  such  list  to  be  drawn  up  by  the 
Board  of  Welfare.  We  believe  such  a  procedure 
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would  go  far  toward  furnishing  the  recipients  the 
proper  foods  necessary  for  maintenance  of  their 

health. 

\ 

(4)  That  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  actively  co¬ 
operate  with  the  Barnstable  County  Selectmen’s 
Association  and  Barnstable  County  Medical  Soci¬ 
ety  in  an  endeavor  to  arrive  at  just  and  uniform 
charges  for  medical  and  hospital  service  as  applied 
to  all  cases  paid  for  by  the  town.  We  believe  this 
to  be  of  the  utmost  important  in  view  of  the  mark¬ 
ed  increase  of  expenditures  in  this  field  within 
recent  years, 

(5)  That  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  initiate  worth¬ 
while  projects  on  which  able-bodied  men  could 
work,  which  would  have  the  purpose  of  giving  the 
town  something  in  return  for  money  expended,  and 
also,  of  creating  within  the  mind  of  the  recipient 
a  sense  of  contributing  something  for  the  aid  which 
he  receives. 

(6)  That  in  those  cases  of  temporary  aid  where  the  re¬ 
cipient  owns  a  pleasure  automobile,  the  Board  hold 
the  registration  plates  to  such  automobile  until 
such  time  as  the  owner  has  been  released  from  the 
welfare  rolls,  or  until  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
the  interests  of  the  town  and  the  recipient  would 
best  be  served  by  his  having  the  plates;  and  such 
action  be  recorded  on  the  recipient’s  application 
card  with  dates  and  other  details. 

(7)  That  the  Board  of  Welfare  appoint  a  Welfare 
Agent,  who  would  be  responsible  to  the  Board,  and 
whose  duties  would  be  (a)  to  investigate  every  ap¬ 
plication  coming  before  the  Welfare  Board,  ren¬ 
dering  an  opinion  as  to  its  worthiness  for  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  the  Board;  (b)  to  keep  all  records  and 
perform  all  other  clerical  work  for  the  Board ;  and 
(c)  to  make  periodic  visits  to  the  homes  of  those 
on  temporary  aid,  with  the  purpose  of  investigat- 


ing  conditions  within  the  homes  and  o£  giving 
helpful  advice  relative  to  matters  of  general  wel¬ 
fare,  such  agent  to  have  qualified  for  the  Civil 
Service  requirements  necessary  for  those  handling 
Federal  relief  funds. 

(8)  That  all  reports,  recommendations  and  actions 
taken  regarding  each  case  shall  be  in  writing,  re¬ 
corded  on  or  attached  to  the  recipient's  card;  and 
that  this  record  shall  include  all  aid  granted  of 
every  name  and  nature. 

The  committee  feels,  if  these  recommendations  are 
conscientiously  carried  out,  that  in  the  long  run  some  finan¬ 
cial  saving  to  the  town  may  be  expected,  and  that  the  im¬ 
mediate  result  will  be  an  improvement  in  the  kind  and 
quality  of  relief  rendered  the  recipients. 

In  regard  to  Old  Age  Assistance  the  committee  is  of 
the  opinion  that  a  more  thorough  investigation  of  the  finan¬ 
cial  assets  of  the  applicant  should  be  made,  prior  to  grant¬ 
ing  aid;  and  that  on  the  death  of  recipients  the  Board  of 
AVelfare,  where  advisable,  should  avail  itself  of  every  op¬ 
portunity  which  the  law  affords  in  an  attempt  to  recover, 
from  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  funds  previously  paid  out. 

In  closing  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  our  investi¬ 
gation  of  this  subject  we  have  seen  no  evidence  whatsoever 
of  any  improper  use  of  funds  or  authority  which  would  lead 
us  to  question  the  honesty  of  any  official  connected  with 
welfare  work.  We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  Welfare  Officials  for  their  co-operation  with  us  in  this 

studv.

(A)  TOURIST  CAMP  OR  PARK  SITE:  is  any  place 
where  two  or  more  overnight  cabins,  tents  or  trailers 
are  located ;  or  any  premises  designed  or  intended  for 
the  purpose  of  supplying  the  public  a  location  for 
overnight  cabins,  so  called  tents  or  trailers. 

(b)  OVERNIGHT  CABINS,  TENTS  AND  TRAIL¬ 
ERS.  An  overnight  cabin,  tent  or  trailer  under  this 
by-law  is  constructed  primarily  for  overnight  or 
weekly  occupancy  and  provided  with  living  quarters 
for  such  use,  when  determined  by  the  Selectmen  or 
licensing  authorities  to  be  of  such  structure  and  use, 
it  shall  be  termed  an  overnight  cabin,  tent  or  trailer. 
Any  dwelling  occupied  by  the  owner,  lessee  or  rented 
for  dwelling  purposes  may  be  used  for  the  taking  of 


roomers  or  lodgers  and  shall  not  be  termed  an  over¬ 
night  cabin,  tent  or  trailer. 

(c)  UNIT.  A  unit  is  a  section  of  ground  in  any  tour¬ 
ist  camp  used  or  designed  for  use  as  a  location  for 
a  single  overnight  cabin,  house  car,  tent  or  trailer  and 
shall  contain  not  less  than  600  square  feet  in  area,  and 
no  unit  shall  be  permitted  to  accommodate  more  than 
one  overnight  cabin,  tent  or  trailer. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  estab¬ 
lish  or  maintain  or  permit  to  be  established  or  maintained 
upon  any  property  or  park  site  owned  or  controlled  by 
him  a  tourist  camp  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  unless  there 
exists  a  valid  permit  therefor  granted  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen ;  or  the  local  licensing  authorities  shall  have 
granted  a  license  therefor  after  a  public  hearing,  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  which  hearing  shall  have  been 
given  by  the  local  licensing  authorities  or  the  Selectmen 
at  the  expense  of  the  applicant  by  publication  not  less 
than  seven  days  prior  thereto  in  a  newspaper  published 
in  the  representative  district  if  there  is  any  published 
in  the  English  language  therein,  otherwise  in  the  city  or 
town  wherein  the  land  on  which  said  license  is  to  be 
exercised  is  situated  and  also  notice  by  the  applicant  by 
registered  mail  not  less  than  seven  days  prior  to  such 
hearing  to  all  owners  of  real  estate  abutting  on  said  land, 
and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  by-law.  The 
application  for  such  a  permit  shall  be  accompanied  by 
plans  of  the  proposed  or  existing  tourist  camp  showing 
the  location  of  all  building,  driveways,  toilet  facilities, 
baths,  laundry  facilities,  slop  sinks  and  other  improve¬ 
ments,  and  such  permit  may  be  granted  to  any  one  meet¬ 
ing  with  the  requirements  as  outlined  and  when  it  is 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  the  local  licens¬ 
ing  authorities  that  it  is  a  public  necessity  and  conve¬ 
nience  and  determined  by  them  not  detrimental  to  the 
locality  in  which  the  tourist  camp  is  to  be  established.

per  ten  (10)  units  or  fraction  thereof,  tourist  camps, 
shall  be  paid  before  said  permit  shall  be  issued.

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REPORT  OF  STATE  AUDITOR

State  House,  Boston. 

Sir : 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Harwich  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1940,  and  report  thereon  as  follows : 

The  records  of  financial  transaction  of  the  several  de¬ 
partments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town,  or 
*  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked. 

General  ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  the  appropri¬ 
ation  accounts  were  analyzed  and  checked  to  the  amounts 
voted  by  the  town  as  listed  from  the  town  clerk’s  record  of 
town  meetings,  the  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  Avere 
compared  with  the  records  of  the  finance  committee,  and 
a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  pre¬ 
pared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  De¬ 
cember  31,  1940.  This  balance  sheet  indicates  that  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  is  very  good. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  an¬ 
alyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  several  de¬ 
partments  in  which  charges  originated  or  money  was  col¬ 
lected  for  the  town,  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which 
money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  payments  by 
the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants 
authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The  cash 
balance  on  March  15,  1941,  was  verified  by  actual  count  of 
the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 


The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  inter¬ 
est  were  proved  with  the  amounts  falling  due  during  the 
period  covered  by  the  audit  and  were  checked  with  the 
cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  several  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
town  treasurer  and  the  trustees  were  examined  and  listed. 
The  income  and  disbursements  were  proved  and  the  trans¬ 
fers  to  the  town  were  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  ac¬ 
count  were  compared  with  the  collector’s  records.  The  re¬ 
ported  redemptions  were  checked  with  the  receipts  as 
recorded  on  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  on 
hand  were  listed,  proved,  and  checked  with  the  records  in 
the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  tax  and  assessment  accounts 
outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examination  were 
audited,  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  added  and 
compared  with  the  assessors’  warrants  for  their  collection. 
The  recorded  collections  were  checked  and  compared  with 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  the  cash  balance  on 
March  15,  1941,  was  verified.  The  abatements  were  check¬ 
ed  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  departmental  and  water  accounts  committed  for 
collection  were  examined  and  checked.  The  commitments 
were  proved,  the  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were  compared 
with  the  records  in  the  departments  authorized  to  grant 
them,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  departmental,  and 
water  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  num¬ 
ber  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  ow¬ 
ing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicat¬ 
ing  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 
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The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  se¬ 
lectmen,  town  clerk,  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and 
health  department  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the 
payments  to  the  State  and  the  town  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  town  of¬ 
ficials  required  by  law  to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  referred  to,  there  are 

i 

appended  to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of 
the  treasurer’s  and  the  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the 
tax,  assessment,  tax  title,  departmental,  and  water  accounts, 
as  well  as  tables  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of 
the  trust  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was 
received  from  the  several  officials  of  the  town,  for  which, 
on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express 
appreciation.

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Six  Hundred  ($600.)  Dollars  to  be  used  for  the 
support  of  the  Harwichport  Library  Association. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Harwich: 

Herewith  I  submit  the  annual  school  report  for  the 
year  1941 : 

On  October  first  1941,  we  find  a  membership  of  forty- 

five  less  than  one  the  same  date  one  year  ago.  Thirty-three 

/  * 

of  the  loss  is  in  grades  seven  to  twelve.  The  remaining 

twelve  have  gone  from  the  first  six  grades.  A  few  have 

«  , 

moved  away,  some  have  gone  to  work  and  some  have  now 
returned  to  school  after  the  autumn  employment  on  cran¬ 
berries  has  terminated.  Those  who,  on  account  of  age  are 
not  within  the  range  of  the  school  compulsory  attendance 
law  and  who  return  to  school  late  are  under  a  great  handi¬ 
cap.  Emplojunent  opportunities  which  have  opened  up  on 
account  of  the  war  effort  have  had  some  effect  on  member¬ 
ship.  Doubtless  more  of  this  may  be  felt  later. 

Some  changes  in  the  faculty  have  occurred  during  the 
past  year.  Mr.  Carlton  Ryder  has  taken  the  work  formerly 
carried  by  Miss  Elna  Euska  who  resigned  to  be  married. 
Miss  Bertha  Keniston  succeeds  Miss  Nancy  Caldwell  who 
accepted  a  position  in  New  Jersey.  Mr.  Thomas.  Hooper 
was  called  to  Army  service  and  was  consequently  granted 
a  leave  of  absence.  His  work  is  conducted  by  Mr.  Andrew

services  in  that  school  were  continuous  since  1920. 

Mrs,  Stanford  completed  the  school  year  end¬ 
ing  last  June  in  her  usual  efficient  manner  despite 
the  burden  of  failing  health.  At  that  time  we 
hoped  for  her  speedy  recovery.  In  late  summer 
it  was  realized  that  she  would  not  be  able  to  re¬ 
turn  in  September  and  so  Miss  Emma  Eldredge 
was  chosen  as  her  substitute. 

In  the  passing  of  Mrs.  Stanford  many  a  child 
feels  the  loss  of  a  sincere  friend.  Her  strength  was 
always  available  to  those  in  trouble.  Her  courage 
and  cheer  has  helped  many  a  heavy  heart.  She 
will  not  be  soon  forgotten. 
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MAINTENANCE 

During  the  summer  of  1940,  the  elementary  school 
buildings  were  all  given  a  coat  of  paint  on  the  outside. 
This  work  included  North  Harwich,  the  Center  Elementary 
and  the  Old  High  School  Buildings.  Another  coat  of  paint 
was  given  these  buildings  in  the  summer  of  1941.  The 
roofs  of  the  old  High  School,  Center  Elementary  and  North 
Harwich  buildings  were  patched  as  needed  to  maintain 
them  for  another  year.  It  appears,  however,  that  some 
shingling  must  be  done  next  summer.  At  least  one  side  of 
North  Harwich,  one  section  of  the  old  High  School  and 
possibly  one  slant  of  the  Elementary  building  should  be 
done.  The  budget  for  this  year  is  submitted  with  the  hope 
that  we  may  shingle  about  one-third  of  the  roof  area  of 
these  buildings  next  summer.  Other  work  on  the  roof 
should  be  done  the  following  year. 

The  1941  budget  carried  an  item  of  $3,000  for  repairs. 
When  this  budget  was  adopted,  expenditures  were  planned 
for  the  following  purposes : 

$650.00  estimated  cost  for  outside  painting. 

$1,350.00  to  shingle  one  side  of  the  old  High  School 
and  repairs  at  New  High  School. 

$1,000.00  to  purchase  oil  heating  equipment  at 
North  Harwich. 

In  the  summer  of  1941,  a  serious  oil  shortage  was 
threatened  and  so  it  was  considered  unwise  at  that  time 
to  install  oil  equipment  when  people  were  considering  the 
wisdom  of  providing  coal-burning  plants  as  a  substitute 
for  oil  already  in  use. 

Settlement  of  a  suit  tc  cover  damage  for  defective 
workmanship  on  the  new  High  School  was  effected  with 
the  Bonding  Company.  There  no  longer  remained  a  pos¬ 
sibility  that  the  contractor  would  correct  the  defect.  Delay 
meant  further  damage  to  the  building.  Damage  due  to 
previous  delay  was  considerable.  Cause  of  leaks  through 
the  walls  as  well  as  cost  and  methods  of  stopping  them 


were  matters  about  which  much  concern  and  great  uncer¬ 
tainty  was  being*  expressed.  After  careful  study  of  the 
situation  and  after,  securing*  information  about  successful 
procedure  in  other  places  where  similar  problems  had  been 
treated,  the  Committee  decided  that  it  would  be  wise  to 
stop  leaks  on  the  east  side  of  the  building,  if  possible. 
This  was  the  area  where  driving  rains  had  caused  greatest 
leakage. 

A  contract  was  made  with  Chester  Newman  Company 
whereby  that  company  furnished  labor  and  material  to  cut 
out  all  mortar  joints,  both  vertical  and  horizontal,  approx¬ 
imate^  %  inches  deep,  wth  pneumatic  chisels  on  the  east 
side  from  the  top  of  the  parapet  wall  to  the  grade  level, 
repointing  the  same  with  a  non-shrinkable,  waterproof  mor¬ 
tar.  Also  to  caulk  all  outside  windows  in  this  area.  They 
were  to  remove  copings  where  necessary  in  order  to  flash, 
caulk  or  repoint  all  joints  in  such  manner  as  permanently 
to  prevent  leaks  or  discolorations  either  on  the  inside  or 
outside  of  the  building.  They  contracted  also  to  remove 
the  brick  headers  above  all  windows  in  this  area  and  to 
install  copper  flashing  in  same.  When  completed  the  Ches¬ 
ter  Newman  Company  guarantees  the  east  side  to  be  free 
from  leaks  due  to  any  cause  whatever  and  to  remain  so  for 
a  period  of  five  years  from  date  of  completion  of  the  work. 
Should  any  leaks  develop  during  the  period  of  five  years, 
the  Company  agrees  to  return  and  repair  the  same  at  no 
cost  to  the  town.  For  completion  of  the  work  as  above 
this  Company  was  paid  $1,596.00. 

Experience  to  elate  indicates  that  the  work  is  success¬ 
ful.  All  companies  who  proposed  this  method  of  treat¬ 
ment  agreed  that  if  a  wall  does  not  show  leak  in  a  period 
of  five  years,  the  job  can  be  called  permanent. 

Thus  we  hope  to  have  solved  the  problem  as  to  what 
caused  the  leaks,  what  will  effect  a  cure  and  what  the  cost 
is  likely  to  be.  The  question  as  to  whether  other  wall  areas 
must  be  so  treated  remains  for  the  future  to  determine. 
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Interior  of  the  wall  thus  treated  should  be  repaired  and 
redecorated  as  soon  as  expedient. 

Wood  outside  trim  on  the  building,  window  sash  and 
exposed  metal  surfaces,  other  than  copper,  should  be  paint¬ 
ed  this  year  if  possible. 

One  report  which  covered  all  the  interesting  kinds  of 
work  accomplished  during  the  year  would  be  quite  out  of 
question  here.  In  a  statement  relative  to  the  High  School, 
Mr.  Morris  has  this  to  say: 

“  Judged  from  many  angles  of  present  and  past  per¬ 
formance  and  achievement  of  the  school  as  an  institution, 
we  feel  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  may  be  well  content 
with  the  accomplishments  of  the  high  school.  Its  work  is 
approved)  both  by  the  State  Department  of  Education,  and 
the  New  England  College  Entrance  Boards.  Its  graduates 
and  non-graduates  are  acquitting  themselves  well  as  citi¬ 
zens  of  our  state.  The  school  is  running  smoothly,  doing 
its  tasks  quietly  and  efficiently  day  by  day.  There  is  a 
splendid  spirit  of  mutual  aid  and  cooperation  among  the 
pupils  and  the  teachers. 

“It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  steady  growth  of  the  pro¬ 
grams  of  the  General  Course,  with  its  general  shop  work 
for  boys,  and  household  art  work  for  girls.  I  think  that  ii 
is  in  this  department  of  our  school  that  more  emphasis 
should  be  placed.  There  is  a  need  in  the  world  for  the 
practical  skills.  'Somehow,  our  school  should  try  to  adjust 
itself  to  the  present  day  needs,  even  at  the  expense  of  some 
of  the  traditional  procedures.  My  contention  is  that  when 
the  school  best  serves  the  greatest  needs  of  the  majority 
of  its  members,  then  and  only  then,  is  it  operating  most 
effectively  as  an  efficient  educational  unit.” 

ART 

Mr.  Brayton  makes-  the  following  points  relative  to 
the  year’s  work  in  Art: 

The  first  six  grades  are  slowly  but  surely  building  a 
good  foundation  in  creative  illustration  and  design.  We 
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are  trying  to  get  the  children  to  do  the  thinking  rather 
than  the  copying.  This  takes  time  but  we  are  making 
progress. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  learning  color  in 
practice  and  theory.  The  basis  of  all  art  is  color  and  no 
matter  what  these  young  people  may  do  in  later  life,  the 
knowledge  of  color,  and  color  harmony  will  be  of  great 
value  to  them. 

In  the  High  School  Art  there  is  an  opportunity  for  the 
following  subjects :  advertising,  poster  work,  nature  study, 
magazine  and  book  illustration,  cartooning,  fashion  draw¬ 
ing,  modelling,  design,  lettering,  interior  decorating,  thea¬ 
tre  arts,  and  soap  carving. 

The  High  School  people  have  shown  great  progress 
in  their  art  work,  and  we  are  proud  of  them. 

Our  annual  exhibition  which  was  held  in  June  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  manual  training  exhibit  was  a  great  sue- 

/ 

cess.  A  large  gathering  of  people  turned  out  and  seemed 
very  much  interested  in  what  we  have  done.” 

The  work  of  Mr.  Nassi  held  its  usual  interest.  He  and 
Mrs.  Nassi  have  made  every  effort,  to  stimulate  growth  by 
their  united  effort  in  the  instrumental  music.  Mr.  Nassi 
reports : 

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

“This  is  the  first  time  we  have  introduced  the  sym- 
phonet  in  the  fourth  grade.  This  little  instrument  has  a 
pleasing  note,  is  easy  to  play  and  is  capable  of  playing  any 
tune  desired.  The  pupils  learn  through  it  the  fundamentals 
in  rhythm  and  intonation.  Only  those  who  do  good  work 
on  the  symphonet  are  urged  to  take  up  a  legitimate  instru¬ 
ment  the  following  year.  This  instrument  is  the  best  test 
to  show  the  parents  whether  they  should  continue  to  give 
their  children  an  additional  musical  education.  Miss  Flink- 
man  is  carrying  on  the  work  through  the  week  very  ably. 

Mrs.  Nassi  is  giving  private  instruction  to  all  begin¬ 
ners  in  the  instruments  and  to  those  advanced  pupils  who 
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wish  to  improve  their  playing. 

The  Orchestra  has  21  members  and  the  Band  20  mem¬ 
bers.  The  elementary  orchestra  has  11  members.  Principal 
Morris  has  arranged  a  half-hour  activity  period  when  the 
Orchestra  rehearses  without  interference  by  other  subjects. 
This  arrangement  has  helped  the  orchestra  a  great  deal 
this  year.” 

VOCAL  MUSIC 

Vocal  Music  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Kelman  is 
thus  summarized : 

“  ‘We  learn  through  doing7 — this  applies  to  music  as 
well  as  anything  else.  We  begin  the  child's  experience  in 
music  by  teaching  the  first  grade  as  many  as  100  rote  songs 
in  a  school  year..  It  is  most  interesting  and  satisfying  to 
watch  the  first  grade  progress  during  their  first  year  of 
musical  experience.  Usually  several  children  are  unable 
to  carry  a  tune  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  By  the  end 
of  the  year  there  are  only  a  few  who  cannot  sing.  Empha¬ 
sis  was  placed  on  the  choir  composed  of  the  best  singers 
and  used  as  a  goal  for  all  to  attain.  Also,  much  activity 
in  rhythm  was  experienced.  The  second  grade  progressed 
particularly  well  in  note-reading.  This  year  the  third  grade 
has  new  books  of  the  same  Music  Hour  Series.  They  are 
greatly  enjoyed  and  appreciated.  The  fourth  grade  has 
enjoyed  learning  rounds  as  an  introduction  to  part  music, 
and  has  also  progressed  in  note  reading.  Two-part  music 
was  introduced  in  Grade  Five  which  prepared  the  way  for 
three-part  in  Grade  Six.  Last  year's  Sixth  Grade  is  to  be 
highly  commended  for  two1  things :  first,  for  their  fine  per¬ 
formance  of  Christmas  Carols  given  both  in  the  High 
School  Auditorium  and  in  the  Church  Chapel.  Beautiful 
red  robes  and  lighted  candles  helped  create  the  Christ¬ 
mas  atmosphere.  Second :  for  their  excellent  singing  and 
acting  in  the  operetta  “Tom  Boy  Jo”,  also  given  twice. 
Proceeds  were  given  to  the  Health  Fund. 

In  the  Junior  High  grades  we  strive  to  hold  the  in¬ 
dividual  interest  through  singing  many  beautiful  songs 
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more  for  pleasure  than  actual  study.  This  accomplishment 
was  aided  with  the  use  of  the  new  Bronze  Books.  The  boys 
of  Grade  Eight  enjoyed  the  beginning  of  the  bass  part. 

The  High  School  Chorus  continued  to  add  to  its  reper¬ 
toire  and  learned  several  new  songs  by  memory.  Some 
work  was  done  with  a  boys’  quartet  and  it  is  hoped  that 
more  will  be  accomplished  this  year. 

Health  is  taken  for  granted  in  too  many  cases.  To 
some  extent  we  do  inherit  our  bodies  and  our  minds.  If 
this  is  true  of  us  in  childhood,  it  is  also  true  that  it  is  our 
job  to  build  upon  this  inheritance.  We  owe  it  to  ourselves 
to  conserve  and  to  cultivate.  Society  recognizes  its  respon¬ 
sibility  and  attempts  to  make  its  contribution.  Our  School 
Physicians  and  School  Nurse  report: 

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS 

For  the  third  year  in  succession,  we  are  pleased  to  re¬ 
port  an  improvement  in  the  general  health  and  freedom 
from  severe  epidemic  diseases. 

A  three-year  experiment  in  excluding  from  the  schools 
those  afflicted  with  the  common  cold  lias  convinced  us  that 
a  sick  child  with  perfect  school  attendance  cannot  learn  as 
much  as  a  well  child  who  has  a  few  marks  of  absence 
against  him.  Therefore,  we  ask  the  continued  cooperation 
of  parents  in  keeping  their  children  home  when  they  have 
a  cold. 

The  present  national  emergency  has  brought  to  us  new 
problems,  new  duties,  new  responsibilities.  The  plans 
formulated  for  the  care  of  school  children  in  the  more 
populous  centers  during  an  air  raid  do  not  fit  in  with  the 
conditions  of  our  town.-  So  we  are  trying  to  formulate  a 
more  elastic  plan  which  will  solve  our  problem.  Here 
again,  we  will  need  the  cooperation  of  parents  in  making 
our  care  of  the  children  during  possible  air  raids  as  safe 
as  possible.  If,  and  when,  the  schools  are  evacuated,  it  will 
be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers,  and  the  great¬ 
est  care  for  each  child  will  be  taken.  We  will  ask  that 
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parents,  unless  requested  otherwise,  shall  stay  away  from 
the  school  during  air  raids. 

The  examination  of  a  million  young  adults  for  the 
army  caused  amazement  in  the  large  number  who  have 
marked  physical  defects.  Dental  defects  far  outnumber  all 
others.  One  authority  points  out  that  the  teeth  of  children 
under  14  years  of  age  are  decaying  six  times  as  fast  as  they 
are  being  filled.  This  coincides  with  our  own  observation. 
We  regret  to  report  the  following  figures:  Every  year, 
serious  defects  of  any  kind  discovered  during  the  physical 
examinations  are  reported  to  the  parents.  In  our  High 
School  alone,  we  discovered,  this  year,  28  cases  of  serious 
dental  defects  who  had  the  same  defect  last  year  and  whose 
parents  were  .notified  of  these  defects  and  have  done 
nothing  to  remedy  them.  We  feel  that  this  is  a  sad  com¬ 
mentary  on  the  care  which  parents  are  giving  to  their  chil¬ 
dren’s  teeth. 

We  feel  that  the  success  of  any  school  health  program 
rests  in  large  measure  on  cooperation  of  the  parents.  We 
would  appreciate  careful  cooperation  in  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  matters.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Miss  Peabody  tells  us: 

“Sixty-nine  home  visits  were  made  during  the  year — 
either  to  check  on  absentees,  to  assist  with  the  care  of  im¬ 
petigo  or  to  talk  with  the  parents  about  any  physical  de¬ 
fect  which  needed  attention. 

The  teeth  are  still  important.  Eight  or  ten  children 
are  treated  each  clinic  day  which  means  fifty  or  more  fill¬ 
ings  but  there  is  still  need  for  more  attention  to  teeth  and 
we  ask  the  parents  to  cooperate  by  having  small  cavities 
attended  to. 

The  Harwich  Visiting  Nurse  Association  sponsors  the 
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Dental  Clinic  for  children  of  low  family  income  and  the 
needy.  Grades  1  -  6  are  treated  as  time  permits  and  Dr. 
Turner  is  paid  $200.00  for  twelve  or  thirteen  visits.  We 
could  use  him  every  school  day.  The  small  fee  charged  the 
children  is  used  for  supplies. 

Miss  McBreen  of  the  Special  Class  and  Miss  Kelman, 
Music  Supervisor,  give  an  operetta  in  the  Spring  and  pro¬ 
ceeds  are  used  toward  the  Health  Fund. 

Miss  Mary  Carr  of  the  State  Department  give  a  lecture 
this  year  to  the  boys  and  girls  at  the  High  School  on 
‘ ‘Charms”.  She  will  return  in  the  'Spring. 

In  October,  Dr.  Julius  Kelley  of  the  Barnstable  County 
Sanatorium  gave  the  children  skin  tests  of  Tuberculosis 
and  those  who  had  positive  reaction  were  X-rayed  in  No¬ 
vember.  'Seven  teachers  had  their  chests  X-rayed  which 
means  95%  of  the  teachers  as  well  as  the  workers  around 

i 

food,  have  been  done. 

One  child  went  to  the  summer  camp  at  Pocasset  and 
three  others  had  the  privilege  of  attending  summer  camp 
sponsored  by  the  Kiwanis  Club. 

Through  the  generpsity  of  the  Salvation  Army  and  the 
Kiwanis  Club,  four  children  had  their  tonsils  removed  at 
the  clinic  in  Hyannis. 

The  annual  physical  check-up  was  given  by  the  school 
physicians,  Dr.  John  Nickerson,  Dr.  Harold  Rowley,  assist¬ 
ed  by  the  school  nurse.  Teeth  again  were  the  outstanding 
physical  defect. 

Free  milk  was  distributed  again  this  year. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  Supervisor  of  Attendance  has  more  work  to  per¬ 
form  than  we  wish  he  did.  All  causes  of  non-attendance 
become  matters  of  interest  to  him.  Our  state  attempts  so 
to  outline  attendance  procedure  that  no  cause  capable  of 
being  removed  or  prevented  shall  deprive  a  child  of  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  attend  school.  Some  children  and  some  par¬ 
ents  still  do  not  appear  to  understand  this  fact  or  this 
motive. 
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Mr.  Victor  S.  Ryder  gives  us  the  following  report  : 

“The  following  is  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Attend¬ 
ance  for  the  year  1941. 

In  rendering  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Attendance,  I 

wish  to  say  that  during  the  month  of  October  a  census  was 

taken  of  all  children  in  the  town  between  the  ages  of  five 

and  t went v- one. 

«/ 

I  have  issued  seventy -two  Educational  and  Employ¬ 
ment  certificates  as  required  by  the  General  Laws  during 
the  past  year.  In  accordance  with  the  Provisions  of  Sec¬ 
tion  69  to  73  inclusive  of  Chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws 
of  Massachusetts  as  amended  by  Acts  of  1939,  chapter  461, 
sections  7  and  8,  I  have  issued  badges  to  all  newsboys  in 
Harwich  of  which  there  were  8.  I  have  made  many  in- 

i) 

vestigations  concerning  school  attendance  and  in  some 
cases  find  lack  of  shoes  and  proper  clothing  the  real  cause 
for  poor  attendance.  There  have  been  some  cases  of  tru¬ 
ancy  all  of  which  have  been  apprehended  and  brought  into 
school.  ’  ’ 

The  schools  of  Harwich  have  been  well  equipped  with 
good  textbooks  and  provided  with  adequate  supplies  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year. 

We  have  an  excellent  corps  of  teachers.  The  work  in 
traditional  subjects  of  Reading,  Arithmetic,  Language,  His¬ 
tory,  Geography,  etc.  is  of  a  quality  which  might  well  be 
reported  here. 

Special  fields  of  Physical  Education,  Shop  and  Home 
Economics  should  not  go  an  mentioned.  A  few  years  ago 
these  things  were  not  a  part  of  our  school  program. 

The  year  1942  seems  to  hold  problems  which  are  due 
to  challenge  the  efforts  of  all.  I  trust  that  the  quality  of 
instruction  may  not  be  allowed  to  drop.  Many  good  teach¬ 
ers  have  been  called  to  Arms.  Others  doubtless  soon  will 
follow.  Many  are  filling  vacancies  left  by  others  in  in¬ 
dustry.  We  are  advised  by  the  National  Education  As- 
sociation  : 


“  Schools  are  today  facing  a  situation  more  dangerous 
than  during  the  last  World  War.  In  those  years  the  schools 
were  greatly  handicapped  by  the  loss  of  thousands  of  the 
best  teachers  and  consequently  many  boys  and  girls  wrere 
subjected  to  substandard  instruction. 

The  same  cycle  of  events  has  begun  again,  but  it  need 
not  complete  its  round.  We  know  what  happened  before 
and  we  can  prevent  it  from  happening  now.” 

It  should  not  “happen  here.”
